REMARKS 

Applicants have previously responded to a notice to comply 
with rSquirements for patent applications containing nucleotide 
sequence and/or amino acid sequence disclosures, mailed on 
Ma?ch 11, 2002. Applicants response was deemed unresponsive 
with respect to the issues raised in box 7. ^ 

In box NO. 7 the Examiner notes that the lengths of the 
sequences listed on Figures 1 and 2 do not correlate to the 
lengths of the same sequences as recited in the Sequence 
iL^ing. The Examiner suggests that either the Figures or the 
sequence Listing should be amended to justify this apparent 

discrepancy. the Figures, Applicants note that the lengths 
of the sequences listed represent the length of the g^Egd 
sequence as adjusted by the alignment program and not the 
length of the sequence per se. Hence the "lengths" of the 
sequences shown on the Figures appear longer than those in the 
sequence Listing as each contains several gaps. However, the 
number and order of the nucleotides in each sequence 
represented in the Figures is the same as the corresponding 
sequence in the sequence listing.
